AND THE OPENING OF THE 
NEW PORTS. 

JouRNALS in China have not been back- 
ward in blaming Sir Rutherford Alcock 
for the manner in which he his saubbed, 
ignored, und misrepresented the mercan- 
tile communities in Uhina, and-we have 
hitherto expressed opinions of a similar 
nature to those of our. contemporaries, 
In'common justice to so well-abused ‘an 
official; we must however: admit that he 


with scant consideration anything which 
comes from the Hongkong. Chamber of 
Commerce, Here we have 2 body’ of 
merchants presumed to: equal in’ the 
average the wealth, intelligence, and pub- 
lic spirit of the’ mercantile communities 
of China, and to represent those qualities 
as existing at Hongkong, Canton, Swa- 
tow and Amoy, They have. been 
told over and over..again that. they 
can if they. will powerfully intluence 
the course of policy in China so far as 
regards purely mercantile matters, and

he-had published. was nut punishable, for it

The C, J. said ho-was sure that Mr Saint 
and everybody adinitted ‘that. Governor 
Amaral was.a very high-toned public officer; 
and it’was but’ due to.Ainaral that the 
statement alluded ‘to should -be struck out 
of the record of the Court, as it. was an im- 
plication ayaiust’ Amaral, He was sure 
that many in Macao had a strong feeling-of 
vespect for Amaral ; aid nothing should 
remain on the record.which reflected upon 
bint: it was but due to fist gentleman. * 

Mr Hayllar, having ‘asetiréd the Chief 
Justice that the record would be amended, 
proceeded to ‘say that another point was 
that, as the franchise waa exercised. in 
Macao chivtly by poraons engaged in the 
coolig trade, Senbor. Ainaral ‘thus repre- 
sented the “‘pig-dealers;” and in offering 
to prove this, the defendant ‘undertook to 
Prove more than was-conveyed in the 
libel.” Macao was.then the great centre of 
the coolie-trade, and the "business was 
carried on with the tacit consent of the 
authorities; | ee : 

The QO. J. rémarked that it was so: he 
believed the operations had. now been 
transferred to Swatow and Amoy... 2, 

Mr Hayllar would certainly do justice to 
the “present Macao Government by saying 
that he belivved that these remarks were not 
now applicable to Macao ; so greats change 
had taken place. fromi the great ‘purge 
introduced by the present Governor. These 
remarks, Mr  Hayilar observed, led up ‘to 
the great point in the ‘question, ; 

Mr Pollard here asked (somewhat jocu- 
larly) why, Mr Hayllar did not. put, the 
facts in plain, apevifio terms: if he did so, 
and there were some decided issue, he (Mr 
P.) would withdraw the demurrer. Buthe 
supposed Mr Hayllar did, not want to go 
to'a jury. He could have’ done. that 
months ago. : 

The O. J. said he would not. listen to 
that." He (tho Judge) entroated Mr Ball 
to go to a jury; but both sides appeared 
now bent upon throwing it on to him ;-and 
ho must accept the burden, 

Mr Hayllar continued to say that he did 
not wish now to go to aJdyry + he wished to 
quash the‘ proceedings ; all he wished was 
that- Mr Saint inight be relieved from the 
procsedings, He had come forward before 
and asked the case to be tried by a Jury ; 
and surely his Lordship would give defend- 
alt the credit for having set the case dowa 
for argument, . 

Mr Pollard repeated that he had-asked. 
the case to go to a Jury, on the short plea 
of “not guilty aud -justification,” as “Mr 
Souza had entered. : 

Tho O..J. reminded Mr Pollard that’ Mr 
Ball, on the. 4th. of August, had said that 
he would withdraw’ the caée, in conbidera- 
tion of thé peculjar turn it had taken, but 
afterwards said that le would consult with 
the Portuguese Government. 

Mr Pollard. said: he had not heard that, 
but he knew that it had-been asked to go 
to trial on the short plea. - i 

Mr Hayllar, however, said that the de- 
fendant hat becn-wearied out; and as the 
interest of the original case had almost pas- 
sed away, he now desired the ‘proceedings 
should be quashed. But this, he said, was 
apart from the subject ; and he then went 
on to clear up the text of the pleas, and 
show that they were suffiiently definite and 
clear as language could make them if takon 
in their conngcted and intended form—not 
broken up into'individual sentences, as his 
learned friend would have them. 

Mr Pollard asked why he did not. state 
plainly in the pleas what was stated in the 
libel, ie 

Mr Hayilar replied that le was not to 
bo dictated -to: he- liappened.to be Mr 
Saint's counsel in this matter, and he had 
drawn up his own pleas.

Mr Pollard said that the, law said he

Mr Hayllar:‘veplied that it was for his 
Lordship to say whether the pleas were 
suificient or not; he thought: it. was sufti- 
ecient for Amaral. Concerning the: matter 
of the £2000, he had to remark that it was 
never ititended in the article that Sethor 
Amaral was persunaily bribed in that sum. 
The £2000 were sent to Lisbon as fees for. 
officials which were necessarily paid to the 
ofticials of all corrupt southeru governments

~ Mr. Hayllar cottinued. As this amity 
had not been disturbed or destroyed dur- 
ing the last nine inonths, it was most an- 
likely that‘such would now take place ; and 
he contended that-a Jury must have given 
a verdict in defendant's favor on this point. 
On this point the Attorney General had 
-adopted the opinion of the Acting Attorney 
General; and how could the Crown have 
possibly obtained a verdict on this portion, 
when these things had never been brought 
about?

The G, J. said that Ke had officially from 
the Crown Office that not a aingla ex officio 
information had been filed since the pass- 
ing of Lord Campbell's act in 1845. 

Mr Hayllur then spoke upon. the total: 
inapplicability of ex-officio informations to 
the circumstances of the Colony, 

The . J. interposed by remarking upon 
the relative duties and position of the 
Attorney General in Eugland and the At- 
torney General in Hougkong..
